Israelis Attack Lebanon Based Arab Guerrillas

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli 


armor and warplanes lunged 
into southern Lebanon to attack 
Arab guerrilla bases today and 
Syria and Iraq announced they 
I.=d joined the battle to help the 
Lebanese. 


Jordanian artillery opened up 


against the Israelis in the 


Jordan River Valley about n 
hours after the Israelis launched 
their attack into the Mt. Hermon 
area of Lebanon. 


The Israelis announced their 


jet fighter-bombers shot down 
three Syrian MIGl?s over the 
battle zone, the vicinity of Mt 
Hermon where the borders of 
Israel, Syria and Lebanon come 


together. 


But the Israelis denied there 


was any major move into 
Lebanon by Syrian forces. 


"They are firing a few shells 


here and there, but nothing 
worth mentioning," an Israeli 
military spokesman said. 


The Israelis also denied a 


report that the Lebanese shot 


down an Israeli F4 Phantom jet. 
They said no Phantoms were 
involved in the attack. 


The Lebanese claimed the jet 


was downed over the Rachaya 
area and its two-man crew 
parachuted. 


Lebanon called for an urgent 


session of the U. N. Security 
Council in New York to consider 


the Israeli incursion, which was 
launched before dawn. 


A Syrian military spokesman 


in Damascus claimed Syrian 
planes 
intercepted 
Israeli 


aircraft 
raiding 
Lebanese 


positions. 


Israel's 
ground 
attack, 


launched from the occupied 
Golan Heights, was designed to 


flush out several thousand 
Palestinian guerrillas holed up 
in caves and gullies on rocky Mt. 
Hermon.

region. 


Several 
Arab 
guerrillas 


groups claimed they were 
resisting the Israeli advance. At 
one point, guerrillas and Israelis 
were exchanging fire only 50 
yards apart. 


Al Fatah, the Arab guerrilla 


group, claimed Israeli troops 
had been driven from the out- 
sitirts of Khraibe and Kfar 
Chouba after bloody hand-to- 


hand fighting. 


The guerrillas claimed six 


tanks and four half-trucks 
destroyed and to have killed and 
wounded many Israeli soldiers. 


Lebanese officials in Beirut 


said Israel dropped paratroops 
in the battle zone in a bid to cut 
off the retreat of Lebanese and 
guerrilla forces.

FBI GAMBLING RAID 


DETROIT (AP) — In a five- 


hour sweep more than 200 FBI 
agents have carried out what 
Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell 
called the biggest gambling raid 
by federal agents in the nation's 
history. 


Agents raided 50 locations in 


Detroit and its suburbs and in 
Flint Monday and arrested 58 
persons. Nine others were being 
sought. Federal officials said 
the raid broke up a numbers 
ring which had been grossing 
$250,000 daily. 


An FBI spokesman said that 


in addition to making the 
arrests, agents seized cash, 
numbers slips, tally sheets, 
files, adding machines and 
firearms. 


CAMPUS BOMBED 


RENO, Nev. (AP) — A center 


for antiwar protests at the 
University of Nevada campus 
was firebombed before dawn 
today. Its residents say it was 
apparently retaliation for the 
firebombing last Thursday of an 
ROTC building. 


"I was in the kitchen, heard a 


'pop' and fire was all over the 
place," said student Doug 
Sherman, 
25, a 
part-time 


campus policeman who has been 
active in antiwar activities. 


Residents fought the 30-foot 


high flames with a garden hose 
before firemen arrived and 
doused the blaze in minutes. 
Two residents and a guest 
escaped uninjured and damage 
was limited to a seared front 
porch and roof of the former 
coffee house, the Hobbit Hole. 


POSTAL PAY RAISE 


WASHINGTON (AP^ — The 


postal reform-pay raise package 
negotiated in the wake of the 
nation's first mail strike has 
passed a House Committee with 
a bonus aimed at heading off 
new walkouts. 


The bonus would make the 


eight per cent pay boost 
promised to postal workers after 
the strike retroactive to April 16, 
not effective with congressional 
approval of the bill which ap- 
pears to be weeks away.

Laird Says Cambodia 
Withdrawal Started

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird said today "several 
thousand" U.S. troops have 
already been withdrawn from 
Cambodia, more would come 
out by the end of the week and 
major 
operations 
against 


Communist sanctuaries would 
be completed by June 15. 


The secretary told the Senate 


Armed Sevices Committee that 
while the operations "have 


exceeded our expectations" and 
all U.S. forces will be out of 
Cambodia by June 30, the Nixon 
administration remains opposed 
to a proposed limit on U.S. 
forces in Cambodia approved 
Monday by the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee. 


Such a limit, Laird said, might 


interfere with President Nixon's 
ability to protect American 
troops. 


The secretary also held out the 


possibility that future drives will 
bf needed into Cambodia but 


said that the South Vietnamese 
would be able to handle these. 


"The South Vietnamese will 


be in a position by the time the 
rain season ends to handle any 
such operations should they be 
necessary in the future, Laird 
said, adding that such renewed 
efforts would likely not be 
needed until next November at 
the earliest.

U.S., South Vietnam Navy Boats 
Begin Cambodia Coast Blockade

SAIGON (AP) — American 


and South Vietnamese navy 
boats have begun operations 
along a 100-mile stretch of the 
Cambodian coast to cut off the 
movement of war supplies to the 
enemy, the U.S. Command 
announced today. 


The command said in a 


statement, "There is no in- 
tention to interfere with third 
country or Cambodian traffic or 
fishing in these waters. This is 
not a blockade. The Cambodian 
government has been in- 
formed." 


The U.S. Navy said in another 


development that the 7th fleet 
has beefed up its carrier strike 
force in the Gull of Tonkin off 
the coast of North Vietnam by 


stationing a third aircraft 
carrier there for the first time 
since the bombing halt 18 
months ago. 


A 7th Fleet spokesman said 


the move was taken to meet 
"operational commitments" but 
would not elaborate. 


Vice President Nguyen Cao 


Ky of South Vietnam, talking to 
newsmen in the Cambodian 
town of Neak Luong said earlier 
that a blockade began Saturday 
and involved only vessels of the 
Vietnamese navy. 


"The navy, he said, "has 


received orders to patrol the 
coast from the South Viet- 
namese border to Sihanouk- 
ville." 


He said the blockade was 


started after "an agreement 


between the Lon Nol govern- 
ment and ours." Lon Nol is 
premier of Cambodia. 


The Viet Cong have been 


staging raids on the south coast 
from bases in nearby South 
Vietnam. 


Ky disclosed that South 


Vietnamese 
aircraft 
were 


supporting Cambodian troops 
west of the Mekong River. 


He said Cambodian army 


troops, with the help of Viet- 
namese bombers, recaptured 
Takeo, a provincial capital 50 
miles south of Phom Penh. 


Ky said his country's forces 


may stay in Cambodia for an 
extended period of time, even 
"if the Americans decide to 
withdraw logistical support for 
our troops."

A resolution adopted by the 
ruling Politburo in North 
Vietnam makes it probable that 
there will be a widespread purge 
of Communists, high and low, in 
that country. 
The furor over Cambodia has 
diverted attention from Hanoi’s 
internal problems, but it seems 
likely that the forthcoming 
purge is connected with a power 
struggle in progress ever since 
Ho Chi Minh died last Sep­ 
tember. 
The prospects for this struggle 
are obscured by recent events 
which brought Red China back 
into the Indochina picture. It

degree and of little comfort to 
Americans trying to extricate 
themselves. 
In any case, a major North 
Vietnamese reshuffle seems to 
be in the works. An April 25 
resolution of the Lao Dong — 
Workers — party politburo 
called bluntly for the expulsion 
of large number of members 
found wanting, and their 
replacement by a new “Ho Chi 
Minh class” of members. This is 
reminiscent of Communist 
reshuffles in other countries, 
following a Soviet pattern laid 
down by Joseph Stalin after 
Lenin died. The “Lenin 
enrollment” served to bolster 
Stalin's personal power as 
general secretary. 
The party secretary in North 
Vietnam is Le Duan, and his 
name alone is affixed to the 
resolution in the name of the 
whole Politburo. This suggests 
that he is in a commanding 
position. He is regarded as pro- 
Moscow, and at the same time a 
proponent of bold military 
measures in the South as op­ 
posed to long, patient and 
protracted ‘‘people's war” in the 
Chinese style of Mao Tse-tung. 
The resolution, a toughly 
worded document, suggests that 
Hanoi has been having con­

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War Constitutionality Obituaries 
Is Being Proposed 


SACRAMENTO (AP) — A San 
Jose Democrat is pushing a 
legislative proposal which he 
says would force the U.S. 
Supreme Court to rule on the 
constitutionality of the Vietnam 
war. 
A s s e m b l y m a n 
J o h n 
Vasconcellos called a news 
conference for this morning to 
have supporters discuss the 
constitutionality of his plan. 


His bill, scheduled for a 
hearing May 27 before the 
Assembly Governmental Ad­ 
ministration committee, would 
provide that no 
California 
citizen could be required to 
serve overseas “in an area 
where armed hostilities are 
being conducted which are not 
constitutionally authorized." 
It also calls upon the attorney 
general to file a suit in an ap- 
propriate federal court in behalf 
of any Californian who is 
required to serve in such a war. 


A sim ilar law has been 
enacted in Massachusetts and is 
facing legal challenges. 
Vasconcellos explained that 
his proposal will provide a 
means for federal courts to rule 
whether the war in Vietnam is 
constitutional. 
“Our country can then cease 
fighting an unconstitutional war 
or openly and legally continue 
fighting after a congressional 
declaration of war has been 
made," he said. 
Vasconcellos 
said 
that 
although several rulings have 
been issued involving war. the 
courts have not ruled “on the 
constitutional 
validity 
of 
presidential assumption of the 
war-declaring power.” 
The assemblyman added that 
“all Californians — those op­ 
posed to the Vietnam War and 
those who support it — have a 
vital interest” in the question 
because of the war’s effect on 
the economy.
